| have always considered ham radio a safe hobby to dabble in. Yes, you need to practice safety around high 
voltage and tower climbing can be hazardous. But when such things are done correctly, it is a safe hobby. 
Participating in a DXpedition can involve some primitive living conditions, travel accommodations and 
inhospitable weather or having to survive on canned delicacies such as Spam. | recall a group who went to 
Navassa some 20-odd years ago and found in the last days of the trip that they were short of fresh water and 
had to endure such things as brushing their teeth with canned Mountain Dew. | can only imagine how that 
must have tasted, Mountain Dew and Pepsodent!. These things | recalled when recently | stumbled upon an 
article about one small island in the Andaman Island group. The Andamans being a much sought entity among 
DX’ers, the name in the headline caught my eye. It seems this one small island is home to a viscous stone-age 
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tribe, perhaps the last such tribe in the world that has remained untouched by civilization. The story described 
how a small fishing boat from one of the other islands ran aground on the island following engine failure. The 
two men on the boat were immediately killed by members of the tribe and their boat burned. A helicopter 
sent to survey the situation was met with a barrage of arrows and spears and forced to retreat. Thus the men’s 
bodies were never recovered. It is indeed fortunate that other islands of the group are civilized and welcome 
outsiders arriving with radios and antennas in tow.

An important reminder from the DXCC Desk at Newington will be of interest to those of us who are still 
running Internet Explorer. It was announced that if you wish to submit on line DXCC applications you must use 
Mozilla Firefox as your browser. Microsofts’ Internet Explorer is not compatible with the interactive forms that 
are used in the application process. Check out the online blog at www.arrl.org/dxcc-blog for further 
information and hints on installing Firefox for use on the DXCC pages. It was also announced that the usual 
yearend backlog of 2012 applications has now been cleared and the department is now beginning the task of 
clearing the pile of DXCC applications received on or after January 1, 2013. 


If you are looking for a news site online dedicated to DX, try DX World at http://dx-world.net/. The site is 
updated daily and always has the latest DX news from around the world. And for you IOTA fans, there is up to 
date information on island activations as well as for DXpeditions. 


DX NEWS.... 


9X — Rwanda. This hard find location will be on the air thanks to Nick G3RWF from March 4 to 12 as 9XONH. 
He plans a return trip later in the year as well. This will be mainly a CW operation with QSLs going to his home 
call. 


3B9 — Rodrequez Island. Another 3B9 operation is in the wings as JA8BMK, JN1ITNL and JQ1LCW will be on 
from this island March 1-10. Call will be 3B9DX. A short stop on Mauritius (3B9) may also take place by one 
or more of the team. Operation will be on 80 thru 10 SSB, CW, RTTY and PSK. QSL via EASGL. 


9M4 — Spratly Islands. Look for the 9M4SLL operation from March 10 — 18. This international group will 
activate as many as 5 stations with full legal power on 160 thru 10. The 160/80 antennas will be 87 foot 
verticals near the salt water. They will concentrate on 160 and 80 with CW, SSB and RTTY. Logs will be updated 
daily on the MOURX site. He is also the QSL manager. OQRS will be available there as well. 


KHO — Marians Islands. ROFA and RAOFU will be active portable KHO March 25 to April 4. Activity is planned for 
all bands and all modes with QSLs going to the home calls. 
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FOO — Clipperton Island. The TX5K group is on their way to the island as | write this. The actual operation is 
planned for March 28 thru approximately March 10. Dates will vary with sailing conditions. QSL to N200. An 
OQRS site will be opened on Clublog as well. Latest info and realtime updates are available at www.tx5k.org. 


XRO — Easter Island. A UK team will operate from the land of the Moai from March 20 to 27. Look for XROYG 
info at www.xrOyg.com. 


XT — Burkino Faso. The current JA team operating from here will close operations on March 2. Look for 
JA3VWT, JA3IVU, JH3AEF, JA1CJA all /XT on all HF bands, SSB, CW and digital. QSL to home calls. An Italian 
team is also currently active as XT2TT until March 6, also all bands and modes. QSL to I2YSB. 


ZA — Albania. IZ4JMA is reportedly now living in ZA land and will be there for 18 months. He plans to operate 
all bands and modes. QSL to IZ4JMA 


ZS8 — Marion Island. Carson ZL8C will be on this rare island as part of the team that will be on the island for a 
year. He should be active by sometime in late March. Operating skills are an unknown. QSLTBD. Also as 
previously noted, the new replacement crew scheduled to be on Marion for one year beginning in April will 
include a ham operator, David, ZS1BCE. He hopes to obtain the call ZS8D for his island stay but that is not a 
certainty. What is certain is that he is an enthusiastic ham and intends to be as active as possible during his 
year-long stay. The one negative is that he plans to only operate SSB. Whatever his call ends up being, QSL to 
ZS1HF.
